Conserving Counts 
Rochester Receives Conservationist Award 

On Saturday, October 2, The Trustees of Reserva- 
tions, the nation's oldest regional land trust, awarded the 
Citizens of Rochester the ''Conservationists of the Year 
Award." The award is given each year to a person or 
people who have made the greatest impact in the conser- 
vation work of The Trustees. This is the first time the 
award has recognized an entire town. Rochester was 
recognized for its role in helping preserve the 780-acre 
Eastover Farm property. 

According to David Croll, a member of The 
Trustees of Reservations' Board of Directors who pre- 
sented the award: "The people of Rochester pulled 
together and preserved Eastover Farm because its devel- 
opment was unthinkable. The farm is a local icon due to 
its unusual granite stone walls, handsome yellow struc- 
tures, and rolling fields. It also includes miles of river 
habitat along the Sippican River, Hathaway and 
Leonard's pond, and hundreds of acres of woodlands and 
cranberry and blueberry bogs. Eastover Farm is one of the 
South Coast's gems — at once historic, scenic, ecologically 
important, and part of the very fabric of Rochester." 

Mr. Croll explained that without Rochester's 
bond of $1.75 million, the protection of Eastover Farm 
could not have moved forward. 

"If every town in Massachusetts made a similar 
commitment, we would have billions of dollars to pre-

safe,'' Selectman Jeffrey said. "We looked at (construction 
and debris materials) without asbestos. We're also looking 
at dredging materials. Because we are using different 
materials than we were using originally, we felt it was 
only fair to hold another public hearing." 

As such. Selectman Jeffrey said a Landfill Closure 
Public Hearing will be held on Wednesday, October 13 at 
7:00 pm at the Marion Music Hall. 

At 7:15 pm the board met with Deborah Thomp- 
son, Chairman of the Silvershell Beach Fireworks Com- 
mittee, to discuss a recent questionnaire sent out to 
residents about the annual event. Of some 2,500 question- 
naires mailed, an impressive 800 — or 29 percent — were 
returned. Of those, an overwhelming majority of over 500 
were in favor of continuing with the annual fireworks 
display, however, more than 75 percent of these said they 
did not want the town to continue funding the display. 

"To me, I think it showed interest that people still 
wanted the fireworks," Selectman Jeffrey said. "(But) if 
we're not going to use public funds, it all has to come 
from private donations." 

"As one of the people who was interested in 
continuing the fireworks tradition, I do find it troubling 
that we're contracting with (a company)," Selectman 
Henry said. "We can't enter into a town agreement 
without the funds to back it up. That's a big issue. There's 
another problem in terms of liability. I think these are big 
issues which are paramount. If they are not settled, it 
would overshadow the public's desire to have the fire-

works. Fm in favor of continuing the tradition, but Fm 
also in favor of a much more organized effort/' 

"When I first came on board, it wasn't clear to me 
whether the Fireworks Committee was a town organiza- 
tion ... or a private (group),'' Mr. Dolan said. "The contract 
is put out (for the fireworks) under the town's name. 
That's not legal, it's not appropriate, it's not lawful. What 
we need is the money upfront before any agreements are 
(made). We have to have sufficient funds in place to cover 
the entire project. The townspeople are very much in 
favor of continuing the tradition, but they don't want to 
pay for it." 

Ms. Thompson, who has "single-handedly helped 
raise the money" every year for the fireworks display, 
according to Chairman Pierce, said it's difficult to collect 
donations for a July fireworks display in January. 

"I don't think anyone can take any issue with 
what you've done," Selectman Jeffrey said. "We've got a 
new (Town Administrator) and new Town Accountant, 
and they've found some issues (with how we've done it)." 

Mr. Dolan was also concerned that various town 
departments devote a good amount of time to the annual 
fireworks effort each year, even though it's not a bonafide 
"town event." 

"My own observation was that an inordinate 
amount of time was spent by town employees ... in the 
two weeks prior to the fireworks working on this issue," 
Mr. Dolan said. "We had some important projects which 
took a backseat because the fireworks had a looming 
deadline. I can't, in good conscience, recommend that this 
continue." 

"With all due respect, you're really making it 
sound like everyone in (the Marion Town House) was 
working on the fireworks," Ms. Thompson said. "The 
checks are sent here ... we were getting maybe 5 to 10 
checks a day, but I don't see how that takes up (most of)

their time. You're making it sound a little overwhelming/' 

"I wasn't even thinking about the check process- 
ing/' Mr. Dolan said. "I'm talking about individuals who 
are negotiating with the barge, the Coast Guard, and 
negotiating with the Fire Department. In the Treasurer's 
office, in my office, in the Harbormaster's office, in the 
Police Department, in the Fire Department, considerable 
time was spent." 

"I think we need a year off," Selectman Jeffrey 
said. "I think last year it came to a point where we weren't 
sure it was going to happen. It's my recommendation that 
we not do the fireworks this year, but put together a 
committee to continue it in the future." 

"It has been a wonderful tradition over the last 
several years," Chairman Pierce agreed. "But I've been 
extremely troubled about the financial arrangement of 
waiting for funds to come in at the last minute. I do think 
there are issues of safety, (too). I think it's a wonderful 
thing to see in Marion. But maybe we should back off for 
a year and put together a better plan." 

"None of these issues are insurmountable,"

Mr. Hartley then explained the protocol for the 
Town Meeting, read the return of service for the posted 
Town Meeting warrant, and then excused himself as 
Town Moderator for this meeting so as to avoid any 
potential conflict of interest with his involvement as a 
developer with Hartley-Zell Associates. Mr. Hartley 
nominated Tax Collector Thomas Gayoski to preside over 
the meeting in his absence, which was unanimously 
approved by Town Meeting voters. 

Planning Board Chairman Arnie Johnson then 
informed voters that his board had unanimously recom- 
mended passage of Article 1, which requested the adop- 
tion of a "Special Residential Development (SRD) By- 
Law'' for the town, at a duly-posted public hearing. After 
making a few amendments to the article as written in the 
warrant — which were approved via unanimous vote — 
Mr. Johnson fielded questions from Town Meeting floor. 

Resident Tom Strutski, who developed the Center 
Village property, cautioned that the by-law should allow 
for project which reflect the ''style of Rochester," he said. 

"I'm not saying there's anything wrong with 
(this) by-law, but I'd like to see us be flexible for develop- 
ers," Mr. Strutski said. "I think we should really openly 
encouraged developers to develop this type of housing. 
It's a win-win sitaution for all of us. If we don't encourage 
developers, then they'll be building other types of hous- 
ing. I think we should consider these articles very 
closely."

gent, resident Michael Bare asked if there was an appeals 
method for developers. Mr. Johnson noted any project can 
still seek a variance from the Board of Appeals for what- 
ever reason. 

Building Inspector Robert Francis was confused 
as to the wording in one part of the SRD By-Law which 
allowed for single housing units, double units, or a 
combination of the two. "It's either a single or a double — 
what's the combination?'' he asked. 

But Greenwood Hartley explained the wording 
allows for developers to consider building single housing 
units, double housing units, or a combination of the two 
within a given development — not within the same struc- 
ture. 

Much of the debate on the floor centered on the 
minimum distance between buildings, which had been set 
at 80 feet. But the Planning Board did amend the by-law 
to allow 25 percent of the total structures in a given 
development to be as close as 40 feet. This was changed to 
accommodate more close-knit projects like the aforemen- 
tioned Center Village which spaces houses at the 40-foot 
distance. 

In fact, this is one of the reasons the Planning 
Board felt compelled to devise the SRD By-Law, Mr. 
Johnson said. "This by-law refers back to the standards in 
the Planning Board's rules and regulations," he said. "The 
(Center Village) project ... was all done through variances 
from the Board of Appeals."

"When it comes to the review process for (developments) 
... the burden of engineering review lies on the town and 
costs a significant amount of money/' Mr. Laboa said.

Then and Now 
Trees in Mattapoisett

Then 

The beautiful, graceful elm tree is Massachusetts' 
State Tree. The elm-arched trees of New England were 
plentiful before the devastating Dutch elm disease took 
many of them, with the 1938 hurricane taking many of 
those remaining in Mattapoisett. 

In 1909, Tree Warden George Barrows expressed 
disappointment to the Board of Selectmen for the small 
appropriation of $100 to spray for the elm leaf beetle as 
well as maintenance of other trees.

During June of 1909, the summer people raised by 
subscription a sum sufficient (with an amount from the 
Treasurer of the Mattapoisett Improvement Association 
and the sum of $46 from the Tree Warden department 
budget) to enable the necessary spraying. The town was 
greatly indebted to Miss Alice Stackpole for her labors 
and to all others for their donations. Again, Mattapoisett 
proved to have special people. 

At the request of the state forester, the Tree 
Warden counted 350 elm trees in town, including a few on 
private property. The Tree Warden urged some arrange- 
ment with the New Bedford Gas and Electric Company to 
properly insulate their wires which run through the trees 
on Water Street, as now in every rain and wind storm

there are a number of short-circuits, resulting in loss of 
large limbs on the elm trees. 

The Tree Warden also noted in 1908 that nothing 
the town does in destroying the elm beetles will be 
effective until every householder destroys the beetle in his 
house in winter, instead of letting them go out of the 
windows onto the trees. 

When the Pilgrims landed in 1620 there were 937 
million acres covered by trees. About 5.4 percent of the 
original forest is left today and most of that is in the 
national parks. In 1960 the value of a large street elm in a 
New England town was estimated at $700 by Arthur D. 
Little Company of Cambridge. In the 1938 hurricane, 3 
billion feet of 600,000 acres of forest land were damaged. 

In 1946 a town report noted there are 634 trees, 
following years of replanting. Most of those were re- 
planted within the densely populated areas of town, such 
as Main Street by the Town Hall, and the public beach. 
Following World War II, Tree Warden Marinus Vanderpol 
urged a five-year program of intense care to protect 
existing trees and to plant new ones. 
Now 

It is interesting that the memorial tree planting 
was suggested in 1946 because that idea is being formu- 
lated now in 2004 by a Tree Planting Committee, whose 
members include Charles H. Duponte, landscaper/ 
nurseryman; Brett Moreau, Tree Warden; and Laura 
McLean, noted local horticulturist.

The committee is accepting donations from 
townspeople who wish to have a loved one memorialized 
with a tree planting in town. Duponte explained some 
will be planted at Ned's Point Veterans Park on the right 
near the pavilion; others will be placed in appropriate 
locations throughout the town. The tree for the park will 
be the Halka locust, a mid-sized tree that is wind-resis- 
tant. 

In dicussing the elm tree's history and present 
planting plans, Brett Moreau, Mattapoisett's Tree Warden, 
said he does mostly spraying and checking on those in 
poor condition. 'T just hope we don't get a hurricane," he 
said. 'Tf we do, we will probably lose more of these 
beautiful trees." 

Duponte said: "At one time Nantucket had one of 
the largest stand of 230 elms. We have planted a Princeton 
elm tree, that is resistant to blight on property owned by 
the Mattapoisett Land Trust. We have a nursery where 
elm trees are being nurtured and grown for replanting. 
The correct location and the correct planting time, prefer- 
ably in the spring, all have to be considered." 

Assistant to the Town Administrator Melody 
Pacheco said: "Donations may be sent to the Mattapoisett 
Tree Committee, c/o Town Hall, P.O. Box 435, Selectmen's 
Office, Mattapoisett, MA 02739." She added: "Please 
include the name of the person making the donation, the 
person to whom the donation is made and the choice of 
tree. We have received some donations and hope to 
receive more to keep Mattapoisett's graceful trees."

building is. The third and present meetinhouse was built 
in 1841. 

Well-known local architect, Solomon K. Eaton, 
designed this Greek Revival style church. It cost $2,000. 
The inside with original pews and raised platform is 
much as it was when built. The building was moved 
about 15 feet in 1993 onto a new foundation allowing for a 
basement meeting room with a kitchen. The 161-year-old 
belfry was removed for repairs in 2002. It was beyond 
repair and the students at Old Colony Regional Vocational 
School made an exact replica, which was installed earlier 
this year. 

• The Thomas Swift Home - Thomas Swift built 
this two-story Georgian style Colonial house about 1730. 
It remained in the family until 1832, when it became home 
to members of the Bennett family, who lived there until 
the early 1900s. The house was completely restores in the 
late 1970s. A well found under the kitchen during the 
restoration has been incorporated into the newly designed 
kitchen. Out buildings and landscaping have added to the 
appearance of the beautiful 18th century home. 

• The Bernier Home - In contrast to the older 
homes on the tour, this lovely custom cape style home 
was built in 2002. It features an open floor plan and many 
customized features including a unique kitchen, wood 
ceilings and floors and finished woodwork. The cupola is 
a trademark of the builder. 'The Rock'' in the front yard 
blends perfectly with the landscaping. 

• The Tisdale Winslow Home - This one-story 
Federal Cape style house was constructed by Tisdale 
Winslow on land purchased from his father, Edward 
Winslow III in 1784. He soon sold the home and built a 
second home nearby, which later burned taking the lives 
of four or his five children. Several mill owners, who in 
turn ran mills on the nearby river, subsequently owned 
this house. 

• The First Congregational Church - The First 
Congregational Church recently celebrated its 300th 
anniversary. The congregation originally met at 
"Minister's Rock" in Marion in 1638. In 1699 a meeting- 
house was built in this area. This building, the Parish's 
Fourth, is an excellent example of the Gothic Revival style 
of architecture. As with others in the area this building, in

the style of Christopher Wren, was designed and built by 
Solomon K. Eaton at a cost of $5,000. The building was 
dedicated in 1837. The main structure, except for the rear 
door remains the same as originally built. The impressive 
Tracker organ in the gallery was purchased in 1866 and 
the bell bought 1850 by the Ladies Sewing Circle. 

• Captain John Dexter Home - Captain John G. 
Dexter, a whaling captain, built this one-story Gothic 
Revival house when he retired from the sea to become a 
farmer in 1860. He remained in the home until at least 
1919. Over the years, some alternations have been made 
but many original elements remain. Inside, a handsome 
staircase with decoratively carved posts and distinctive 
newel post can be seen as well as the etched glass from 
the Pairpoint Glass Factory of New Bedford.

• The Parsonage - Another example of a beauti- 
fully restored Georgian Colonial this home was built in 
1828 by the First Church to house Reverend Bigelow. 
Until this time Reverend Bigelow had commuted from 
Hingham (50 miles) to conduct services. He remained 
until 1849 and was a major force behind the present 
church building. The home remained church property 
until the present owners bought the property in 1987 and 
began the restoration. 

• The Barns of EastOver Farm - The Leonard 
family purchased this property in the early 1800s. A son, 
Charles H., in the 1850s turned the property into a show- 
place. Stone walls surrounding the estate were built at a 
cost of $60,000. The homes date from 1770 to 1853. One 
barn dates back to 1756 and is original to the site. Another 
barn dates to the 1770s. The new five-stall barn across the 
street among the horse paddocks will also be open for 
inspection. The owners are understandably proud of the 
state of the art post and beam timber framed structure. 
With all the latest technology — automatic watering, fly 
system, alarms, and more — hidden from view so that a 
visitor only sees the lovely barn created to blend perfectly 
with the much older buildings on the property. Even the 
cupola was constructed to match the one on the older 
barn. 

• The East Rochester Church / Rochester His- 
torical Society Museum - Built in 1857 as a Methodist 
Church, in 1880, it became a Congregational Church.

Ladder 49. Starring Joaquin Phoenix and John 
Travolta. Directed by Jay Russell. Running time: 
115 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

Any movie can teach us something if we open ourselves to learning, 
and from Ladder 49 1 learn that Baltimore has a thriving Irish community. 
Who knew? Well, maybe those who hail from Baltimore. But from our 
two premier Baltimore filmmakers, Barry Levinson and John Waters, 
we've gotten stories focusing on Jews and freaks, respectively — not a St. 
Paddy's Day pub scene anywhere in their combined filmographies. For 
a long while, I sat through Ladder 49 expecting it to be set somewhere 
obvious like Boston, except that I heard no glaringly fake Boston accents. 
By setting up shop in Baltimore, of all places, and. playing up the Irish 
angle, the movie stakes a claim to uniqueness in at least one respect. 

Otherwise, this is a fairly routine firefighter drama, with burning- 
building sequences that more or less all look alike. In Ron Howard's 
Backdraft (1991), the previous major firefighter movie, the fires had 
personality; the flames were sneaky, seductive, deadly. The fires in 
Ladder 49 look too neatly art-directed, as if you were watching Joaquin 
Phoenix, John Travolta, and the rest of the cast stumble around a 
Universal Studios theme ride. Fancy editing and clever angles do all the 
work; we never feel as if the characters — or we — are really in there 
among the flames, and in a movie that's supposed to be paying tribute 
to those who risk their lives, that's a rather large liability. 

The script, by Lewis Colick, is a bit too neat, too. We follow rookie 
fireman Jack Morrison (Phoenix) from his first time down the fire pole (a 
nice POV shot that gives us false hope that the subsequent scenes will 
have some you-are-there excitement) to his later days as an established 
and respected firefighter who's saved quite a few lives, one on live TV. 
Because Hollywood fears we won't care about a childless bachelor. Jack 
is promptly set up with a cute blonde wife (Jacinda Barrett) and two 
darling Kids (one girl, one boy). We are, thankfully, spared the scene 
where Jack misses an important birthday party or dance recital because 
he's busy dousing flames, but we do get the scene where Jack's wife frets 
about his safety and nudges him to take a desk job. To which an attentive 
viewer might say, "Lady, he had this gig when you met him, remember?" 

John Travolta works hard to redeem his scenes as the sloppy but 
caring Mike Kennedy, the captain and father figure of the firehouse. He's 
introduced snoozing at his desk with an unlit cigar in his paw; you sense. 




however, that Mike slacks off everywhere but on a fire site, where he's 
crisp and authoritative. As he has aged and filled out, Travolta, wiry and 
somewhat high-strung in his youth, has puffed into a relaxed Buddha 
whose presence seems to chill out everyone around him. He sells a 
couple of emotional speeches after a couple of the men have fallen to the 
flames; a few years ago the movie might nave been his story, but the film 
is carried by Joaquin Phoenix, who, it turns out, is better suited to scene- 
stealing supporting roles in big Hollywood movies than to lead roles. 
Phoenix is the sort of actor who can make villains interesting and likable 
despite themselves, but can't do much with a hero who seems to have 
been written as a cautiously dull family man and courageous fireman. 
And the movie's flashback structure (Jack remembers most of the movie 
while awaiting rescue in a gutted, fiery building) kills whatever momen- 
tum Phoenix's performance might have built up. 

Ladder 49 has been all-too-consciously constructed as a salute to the 
men (no female firefighters in this movie — shh, don't tell Caroline Paul) 
who offer their lives in the literal line of fire, not only on a daily basis but 
on 9/11. The movie bends over backwards to depict firemen as great 
guys who play hilarious pranks on each other and throw elaborate 
birthday parties for each other's kids. That may be, but it doesn't make 
for a terribly meaty film. Two other projects, the Denis Leary black-comic 
TV series Rescue Me and Peter Berg's still-unmade fireman-heist film 
Truck 44 (said to be sidelined out of "respect" after 9/11), might do a 
better job of showing firemen warts and all — what's wrong with 
showing some greedy, loutish, disagreeable firemen who can still pull it 
together and save lives when necessary? That they all have to be nice 
guys on top of being heroes is laying it on a little thick, and is beside the 
point. How about a movie that points out how the budgets of first- 
responder teams — police and emergency medical teams as well as 
firefighters — have been slashed under the current administration? Any 
of the above would honor your local fire department far more than a 
nicey-nice tearjerker like Ladder 49 does.

Fare Leigh Well

At the risk of sounding morbid, Fve probably watched 
actress Janet Leigh "die'' that horrible, violent death in a motel 
room shower some 40 or 50 times. But each time I knew it 
was the sheer skill and genius of director Alfred Hitchcock 
editing together some 70 different pieces of film shot over the 
period of a week to create the illusion of her sudden, shock- 
ing death. 

Despite a little film magic, I always knew Ms. Leigh was 
very much alive and well. 
Until now. 

Sadly, Janet Leigh passed away earlier this week at the 
age of 77. The ex-wife of actor Tony Curtis and mother to 
actresses Jamie Lee Curtis and Kelly Curtis, Ms. Leigh had a 
long and distinguished career and continued working well 
into her '70s. Although she starred in no less than 63 films 
according to the Internet Movie Database, she will always be 
forever remembered for her starring role in Psycho. 

It's a shame that so many people associated with 
Hitchcock's 1960 classic would be indelibly linked to that one 
notch on the film-maker's expansive belt. The late, great An- 
thony Perkins, for one, went to his grave known more for 
playing the pathetically neurotic Norman Bates than anything 
else in his career. And if you even remember the names of 
supporting talent like John Gavin, Vera Miles or Martin Bal- 
sam, that would probably be praise enough for those rela- 
tively obscure character actors. 

But the mischievous Hitchcock cast Janet Leigh along- 
side largely unknowns solely because she was a bonaf ide star 
at the time. He wanted a name and marquee draw so he could 
pull the unthinkable some 40 minutes into Psycho — kill her 
off and leave the audience to follow a seemingly unrelated 
plot thread instead. Today, such plot twists are almost com- 
monplace, but I can only imagine how virgin audiences first 
responded to this shocker in 1960 — in an era when "heroes" 
and "stars" always survived and bloodless gunshots were 
reserved for nameless "villains." No one before Hitchcock had 
violently done in a name star barely halfway through a fea- 
ture film! 

To her credit, Ms. Leigh never bemoaned the recognition 
Psycho brought her (for which she was Oscar-nominated) and 
she always spoke fondly of working with Hitchcock. She even 
wrote a fascinating book in 1995 titled Psycho: Behind the Scenes 
of the Classic Thriller in which she confessed to being unable 
to step into a shower since the shoot ... something she stressed 
was neither hype nor publicity stunt. 




But Ms. Leigh 
holds a special 
place in my heart 
for reasons other 
than Psycho. Those 
who know me can 
attest that I hold 
three film-makers 
in the highest re- 
gard: the members 
of this directorial 
"holy trinity," if 
you will, are 
Alfred Hitchcock, 
Orson Welles, and 
John Carpenter. As 
the last living leg- 
end who worked 
with all three, Ms. Leigh's death marks the end of an era. She 
dutifully played the fated Marion Crane in the aforementioned 
Psycho (1960); she starred opposite Charlton Heston in Welles' 
great film noir Touch of Evil (1958); and she even played a role 
alongside daughter Jamie Lee Curtis in Carpenter's The Fog 
(1980). 

Like her praise for Hitchcock, she also spoke well of work- 
ing with cinematic wunderkind Welles, calling the troubled 
Touch of Evil shoot "a great experience." 

An attractive and talented actress with a wholesome "girl 
next door" quality who specialized in portrayals of pure, in- 
nocent women sometimes harboring deep secrets, Ms. Leigh 
also had standout roles opposite Frank Sinatra in director John 
Frankenheimer's superior original The Manchurian Candidate 
(1962) and played the uncharacteristically sympathetic role 
of an aging actress forced to commit murder in an episode of 
one of my all-time favorite TV shows, Columho, aptly titled 
"Forgotten Lady." She even had an amusing cameo, again 
opposite daughter Jamie Lee, in 1998's Halloween H20, in 
which she appeared driving the now-classic car from Psycho. 

For cinema buffs like me, Janet Leigh has left behind a 
lasting legacy of great film roles ... not to mention a living 
legacy in the form of two daughters. That daughter Jamie Lee 
Curtis is still best known for her debut in John Carpenter's 
Halloween (1978) is almost ironic given her mother's close- 
knit association with Psycho. 

I'm sure the irony wouldn't be lost on Hitchcock.
